JOHN SHERMAN'S \IK\VS. 


Honebt Jahn Sherman, who went info 


tbe Senate comparatively a poor man, 
and is now twcuty times a millionaire, 
is addressing the pcoplu of the Eastern 
States on the financial question. 
Ho 


says if the coinago of silver wns free, all 
the silver in existence would bo brought 
to the United States and the expense of 
coining it would have to be borne by 
our 
Government fur the benefit of the 


owner ot the bullion. 


Honest John does not take the trouble 


to State that in European countries 
where silver is demonetiz d and whence 
ho predicts this influx of of silver would 
come, the ratio is 1~>% grains of silver to 
1 grain of gold, while in the United 
States the ratio is 10 to 1. 


The fact that the foreign owner of 


silver coins would lose by having those 
coins minted in the United States is well 
known to Mr. Sherman, but h« does not 
state tbat fact in his speeches. Europe 
produces no silver, and millions of dol- 
lars worth of bullion is shipped from 
the United States to Europe annually. 
That is one'of the reasons why England 
and Germany are opposed to remonctiz- 
ation. They want cheap silver and they 
pay John Shormin and other American 
statesmen of the gold bug persuasion 
handsomely to keep down the price of 
the motal by hostile leg'slatton. 


Neither does Mr. Sherman say in his 


speeches that if alt the silver in the 


*v»jrld was brought to our mints and 


coined 
hare the owners of those coins 


•would have to invest them in the United 
States as they would not be a legal ten- 
de>- in any foreign csuntry. 
We have 


been inviting capital from abroad 
to 


come here and invest. Boards of Trade 
have been organized, pamphlet* have 
been printed by the thousand, netvspa 
pers have been presenting the advantages 
of our country, and the opportunities it 
affords for investment, all for the purpose 
of attracting capital from abroad, and if 
the free coinage of silver will secure thai 
result, as Mr. Sheiman says it will, there 
should bo no objections to it. 


But Mr. Sherman tells his hearers that 


President Harrison would veto a free 
coinage measure, unless we put 480 or 
550 grains of silver, according to its 
market prioo, in the dollar, and Mr. 
Sherman thiuks that would bo the right 
thin;; to do. This would make what he 
is pleased to call "an honest dollar." 
In 1878 Mr. Sherman predicted that dire 
disaster and general commercial ruin 
would result from the passn«e of the 
Bland Standard Dollar Act. 
The fact 


that he wns mistaken then does not dis- 
courage him from making similar pie- 
dictions now. Like Wiggins, the weather 
prophet, failure hivs only the effect of 
making him talk all the more. 
E-tst he 


fir.ds credulous pcoplo outside of Wall 
street, who believe him, aud even here 
in Nevada, a few spoilsmen, who prefer 
office for themselves to prosperity for the 
masses, eud.avor through partisan pre- 
judice to gee tho people to see things 
through Sherman's spectacles and aid 
him iu his oppos'tiou to tho great indus- 
try of Nevada. 


Tbe Colombian Celebration. 


N*w YOKX, Oolob*r 12. — Tbe climax of 


tba Mrie* of fet«s in honor ot Ihe Colum- 
bian anniversary was reaobed to-d»y in tbe 
grandest military pageant ever seen in this 
country since the close of the war of Ib* 
Rebellion. People were prevent from every 
State ic tbe Union 'and every . country on 
the glob** Tbe morning was ushered in 
with the booming of cannon from all tb* 
forts in tbe harbor and tLe American and 
foreign war ships. 
Tbe parade started 


from the Battery shortly after 10 o.'o'ock 
and marched op Broadway and 
Fifth 


Avenue to Fifty-nmtb street, where tbe 
Colcmbas monument was an relied. 


The central point of congested humanity 


in the long line ot parade was about tbe 
official 
reviewing 
stand 
and Madison 


Square. The "Old Onard" escorted Gov- 
ernor Flower, Vice President Morton, Gen- 
eral Sohofield aud members of tbe Cabinet 
to tbe reviewing stand. In tbe party were 
Secretaries Rusk, Elkics, Noble, Hayes, 
G -neral Howard and staff. 
Baron Fuva, 


tbe Italian Minister, occupied the position 
of honor b«side 
tbe Governor and Vice 


President. 
Among others on adjoining 


gtands were Rnssell Harrison acd wife, *z- 
Governor Walker, Cavalier de Bonae, tbe 
Italian Consul General, Marquis Imperial! 
and other notables. Tbe crowd around tbe 
reviewing stand swarmed within tbe lines 
marked off and the police were compelled 
to summon patrol wagons and drive them 
along tbe line. Consternation ensued, bnt 
the crowd gradually worked backwards. 


Tbe head of tbe* grand parade reaobed 


the City Hall at 10:25 P. u., amidst a scene 
of great enthusiasm. The West Pointers 
called out even greater enthusiasm than 
tbe leaders of the parade.

o. H GALLUP, BegistDr, 


STAR TIME AND SUN TIME. 


Tbe tT«y Astronomers Find Out from 


flie Stan fTbea It I* Noon. 


The time for sending out tbe noon 


signal from Washington is the instant 
the sura crosses the seventy-fifth meri- 
dian. 
This, however, is not the snn 


which giv«s TIB light and heat, but an 
invisible, hnagmary one; because, foi 
certain reasons, the true sun does-not 
cross the meridian at the sa.me moment 
every day, bnt dnring one part of the 
year he gets over it a little more ahead 
of time each Oas, and during the other 
part he is correspondingly behind time: 
and so this fictitious sun is used, be- 
cause its apparent path around the earth 
brings it exactly over the same line at 
the same moment every day. 
Now at 


just what instant this sun crosses the 
meridian is determined by means of the 
stars, for time at the observatory is not 
reckoned by the sun but by the stars. 


Every clear night »n astronomer at the 


observatory looks through a largo tele- 
scope for certain stars which he knows 
mtist cross a certain line at certain times, 
and by the use of an electrical machine 
he makes a record of tho time each star 
passes, as shown by a clock which keeps 
sidereal or star time. He then consults 
a printed table, which shows him at just 
what time each star must Lave passed, 
and by as much as this time differs from 
that recorded by the clock the latter is 
wrong, and iu that \vay |jie sidereal 
clock is regulated. This star time is then 
reduced to sun time, which requires some 
calculation, as there is a difference be- 
tween the two of about four minutes 
each day. 


These two clocks—the one keeping star 


time and the other sun time—are of very 
fine quality, and are as near perfection 
as possible. Although they cannot help 
being affected by changes of tempera- 
ture and different conditions of the at- 
mosphere, they very rarely are more 
than a fractional part of a second out of 
the way. 
No attempt is ever made to 


correct such errors, but they are care- 
fully noted and allowed for in making 
calctilations. 


For the purpose of distributing time a 


third clock, known as a transmitter, is 
used. This is set to keep time by the 
sevent3'-fifth meridian and is regulated 
by the standard cluck before mentioned. 
It ia in all respects bimilar to the other 
ilocks, except that it has attached to it 
«i ingenious device by which an electric 
•ircuit may be alternately opened and 
•lilted with each beat of the pendulum.
